Everyone of Alabama’s 3,160, 
000 citizens is benefitting from 
the State Alcoholic Beverage 
Control Board’s all-time . re- 
cord net profit of $16 million 
recorded for the 1956-7 fiscal 
year. 

Judge Harrell Hammonds of 
Lowndes County, Chairman of 


the ABC Board;-has-announeced-- 


that this “King size” bonanza, 
under the law, has been distri- 
buted in the following manner: 
$7,027,659.48 has been given 
to the State Pensions and Se- 
curities Dept. for Old Age pen- 
sions, and aid to the dependent 
children and the disabled of all 
67 Alabama counties, wet and 
dry. 
$0,462,345.99 has been placed in 
the State’s General Fund from 
which the State Legislature, 
through its Budget Acts, ap- 
propriates money _to maintain 
a multitude of services for all 
Alabama, including industrial 
development programs, public 
library services, the State Hea- 
Ith Dept., - Veterans Affairs 
Dept., the Alabama Supreme 
Court, the Highway Patrol and 
many other agencies and their 
programs who live out of the 
General Fund. 
$1,639,368 was distributed to 
the 67 wet and dry counties 
who use these ABC funds with 
county monies to pay for local 
county government services. 
$1,853,350.13 was sent to all 
Alabama incorporated cities 
both in wet and dry areas, to 
help pay for local government. 
The ABC Board’s annual re- 
ports out: “Although there is 
no direct “earmarking” of ABC 
profits to education, it should 
be noted that payments to the 
General Fund of the _ State, 
counties and cities may then 
be appropriated to the bene- 
fit of education, health, wel- 
fare and other government 
functions.”

ASKS GOOD SEED 
FOR COTTON & 
PEANUT CROPS 


AUBURN— Don't let  diffi- 
cuity in getting good cotton 
and peanut seed for this year’s 
plantings cause you to settle 
for less than the very best you 
can find. The cost in lowered 
yields of cheap but inferior 
seed is too much to pay. 

This reminder comes from 
APi-Extension Seed Specialist 
Melvin Moorer, who said this 
week it would be wise for gro- 
wers to get started.on their 
seed shopping right away. The 
best seed will move first. 

Moorer explained that sup- 
plies of cottonseed and pea- 
nuts for planting were cut 
drastically by the rains which 
fell at harvest time last fall. 
Many of the seed that were 
saved were greatly lowered in 
germination, 

“Using seed with low germi- 
nation rates is all right,” the 
Specialist declared, “So long as 
you plant enough to make up 
for this defect. And the seed 
isn’t defective in any other re- 
spects.” 

Because of this point, Moor- 
er urged growers to be espec- 
jally careful in reading seed 
tags this year. If tests reveal 
that a lot of cottonseed will 
not germinate at least 80 per- 
cent, the tag must give the 
actual rate of germination. 
Thus, the prespective buyer 
can tell exactly how many ex- 
tra seed he will need to offset 
the decrease in germination.

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HIGHER COSTS 
FOR INSURANCE 
LIABILITY SEEN 


New York— “Motorists in 
most states face higher charges 
for automobile hability in 
1958.” 

This view of the outlook for 
automobile insurance rates was 
given to the public today by 
William Leslie, general mana- 
ger of the National Bureau of 
Cusualty Underwriters, a rat- 
ing organization with a mem- 
bership of 122 stock companies 
writing Casualty insurance. 

“The outiook is based not on 
opinion but on stern economic 
facts,” Mr. Leslie stated. “Re- 
luctant as the insurance car- 
riers are to seek higher rates, 
there is no alternative. As in- 
flationary pressures continue 
to push up the costs of settling 
accident claims incurred by in- 
sured motorists, rate revisions 
during 1958 will undoubtedly 
involve increases. In many 
states rate increases have al- 
ready been approved by super- 
\isory authorities that will af- 
fect a large part of the volume 
of business written in 1958. 

Underwriting Losses Severe 

“During 1956 member com- 
panies of the Bureau suffered 
a countrywide underwriting 
loss of 7.9 per cent on automo- 
bile liability insurance. This 
means that automobile liability 
claim costs and expenses  a- 
mounted to $107,90 for every 
$100 of premiums earned, or an 
aggregate underwriting loss of 


more than $64,060,000. Their 
automobile physical damage 
insurance business, collision, 


comprehensive, fire, theft, etc., 
was also unprofitable. Other 
stock companies and mutual 
companies also sstained seri- 
ous underwriting losses during 
1956. 

“Reports for the first six 
mionths of this year indicate 
the prospect of an even worse 
underwriting loss situation for 
ule year 1957. The underwrit- 
ing loss, for example, for ali 
lines for one company jumped 
froin $528,000 in the tirst halt 
of 1956 to $6,635,000 in the 
comparable period of 1957; tor 
another from $2,839,000 to $11,- 
800,000; for another trom $154, 
06 to $5,379,000; and for still 
another from $3,500,000 to $6,- 
881,000. 

More Costlier Claims 

“Inflation has torced up a- 
verage claim costs for both 
bodily injury and property da- 
mage liability. In addition, the 
adverse effect of inflation on 
property damage claims has 
been aggravated by continua- 
lly climbing repair costs from 
car design, the new wrapa- 
round windshields, for exam- 
ple. 

“During the postwar period 
from 1954 through 1956, claim 
costs for both bodily injury 
and property damage increas- 
ed on the average more than 
6 per cent a year, with the re- 
sult that bodily injury claims 
settled in 1956 on the country- 
Wide basis were 82 per cent 
higher. And there is no eyiden- 
ce of any apparent leveling off 
of costs in the foreseeable fu- 
ture. 

Postwar Experience Adverse 

“We have had an inflation- 
ary economy ever since the be- 
ginning of World War II. First 
it was a creeping inflation. 
Then aiter the Korean  out- 
break it became a galloping in- 
flation. More recently its pace 
changed; again it is the creep- 
ing type.” 

Contrary to general belief, 
automobile liability insurance 
has been underwritten at a 
loss by member companies of 
the National Bureau of Cas- 
ualty Underwriters in the ag- 
gregate since the end of World 
War II, the Bureau executive 
said,

By a 3-2 margin the voters 
of Alabama conformed Amend- 
ment No, 18 which gives the 
Legislature power to abolish 
Macon County if such a step 
is necessary to prevent Negro- 
es from gain political control. 
The vote was 79,019 yes and 
48,568 no. Only six counties 
showed a majority in opposit- 
ion. They were Colbert, Lau- 
derdale, Madison, Marion, Mo- 
bile and Morgan, all except 
Mobile being in the Tennessee 
Valley section of North Alaba- 
ma. 

The first six amendments, all 
relating to bond issues, built 
up the most impressive mar- 
gins. Amendment No. 1, which 
was strongly endorsed by Gov- 
ernor Folsom, which provided 
for a $10 million inland docks 
bend issue, carried every coun- 
ty except Jefferson in which 
Birmingham is situated.

Twenty-two thousand seedlings 
set out in one ten-hour day—by 
one tree-planting machine. That, 
sir, isa big day's work. 

And that’s exactly what Don 
Pritchett of Hubbard County, 
Minn., did. He did it with the help 
of a home-made, two-row tree 
planter and a four-man planting 
crew. 

Don made the planter for his 
own use out ‘of spare parts from 
old discarded farm equipment. He 
put only S80 worth of new mate- 
rials into the machine. 

Don writes that the two planting 
units are built entirely independent 
of each other, can be set four, six 
or eight feet apart or made into 
two single-row machines, An elec- 
tric bell, powered from the tractor 
battery, can be set to ring at any 
distance, telling the planters when 
they should set a tree into the fur- 
row for proper spacing. 

Here's how the four men divide 
the work: one operates the tractor. 
two do the planting and a fourth 
sits between the planters, sorting 
trees and keeping a supply ready 
for each planter, A big pat on the 
back for Don,.yes, sir!
